The committee also considered 
other documents and events to sec 
what light they shed on the meaning 
or intention of the correspondence, 
and while making clear that It Is be- 
yond the Commitice's scope to pro- 
nounce on the proper interpretation 
of these various statements, they 
conclude. their report as follows: 
“In the opinion of the Committec, it 
is evident from these statements that 
His Mujesty'’s Government was not 
free to dispose of Palestine without 
regard for the wishes and Interests of 
the Inhabitants of Palestine, and that 
these statements must all be taken 
jnto account in any attempt to 
estimate the responsibilities which 
upon any interpretation of the cor- 
respondence His Majesty's Govern- 
ment hos incurred towards those in- 
habitants as a result of the corres- 
pondence."-—British, Wirelcss.

TURKEY'S OBLIGATIONS 


‘Istanbul, Mar, 22, 

In answer to the British suggestion 
that Turkey should adhere to a pact 
for the defence ‘of Rumania, the 
Turkish Government declared that 
Turkish assistance would be confined 
to the obligations resulting from the 
Balkan pact. a 

In addition to this, it Is stated, that 
under the Baikan pact, the partners 
ore only pledged to military assis- 
tance if aggression is “made by a 
Ballean State within Balkan fronticrs. 

Tt was explcitly established at the 
Belgrade conference of the Balkan 
States in 1930 that the provisions of 
the pact were not to be applied 
against a non-Balkan aggressor, but 
would become effective only on the 
basis of a special bilateral agree- 
ment between individual signatories.

pave the way for a friendly shaping 
of relations between the two countries, 

Article 1.—Mtmel territory ceded 
from Germany by the Versailles 
Treaty shall be re-united with the 
Relch as from to-day. 

Article 2-—Memel territory shall 
be forthwith evacuated by Lithuanian 
military and police forces. The 
Lithuanian Govurnment shall under- 
take to see that the evacuation takes 
place {n an orderly manner. Both 
Parties sholl, If necessary, . appoint 
Commissioners to carry out the trans- 
fer of the administrative offices not 
dn_the_hands__of_ the_..autonomous, 
authorities of the Memel territory. 
Other questions relating to the trans- 
fer of sovereignty, especially economic 
and financial matters shall be dealt 
with in a special agreement. 

Article 3.—In order to meet 
Lithuania's economic requircments, o 
free harbour zone shail be establish- 
ed in Memel for Lithuania. 

Article 4.—For the purpose of
